ings of tho colored men, and they resolved 
on measures unwise, but in their minds the 
only one by which they could csrupo a life 
of slavery. 
They took a favorable oppor- 


tunity uud roso en Htimr, and informed the 
captain and oflicerj, if t'ley persisted in go- 
ing into Baltimore, thi>y would, by foice, 
take possession of the \essel and briug her 
into a northern port. The superior aura 
ber of the crew and thrir determined atti- 
tude, led Capt. Garland to fear for the life 
of himself and officer); and after \ainly 
attempting to modify the exasperated ne- 
groes, he was obliged to alter his course. 
As the negroes insisted upon being brought 
to this port, the bug was headed up the 
coast and reached tliu port yeatciduy. On 
arriving here, the crew were UiUcii in charge 
by Olficer Vandcryee, of harbor police boat 
No. 8, and brought to the city, and locked 
up at the first ward station house.—-V. 3'.

A good crust of bread will quench 
the thirst of some people better than nny 
other substance, either solid or liquid. 


I would not recommends crust of bread, 


boiled rice, pie or cake, or any other nour- 
ishment, oftener than once between regular 
meals, because if a little nourishment be 
taken very often, the energies of tho stom- 
ach will be very much weakened and indi- 
gestion wilt ensue. 


When a person is perspiring profusely, 


and is very thirsty, he should dash a little 
water on 1m hands and bathe his temples, 
and hold a little water in his mouth, nnd 
sprinkle his garments well with it, and treat 
his stomach as a Ikinti oj life, and not us a 
spacious water tank to a steam engine.

captain and his officers could altsr the feel- 
ngs of the colored men, 
and they resolved 


on measures unwise, but in their minds the 
only one by which they could escape a life 
of slavery. They took a favorable oppor- 
tunity and rose en masse, and informed the 
captain and officers, if they persisted in go- 
ng into Baltimore, they would, by force, 
.ake.possession of the vessel and.bring her 
nto a northern port.

sion of my notes, I will resume the subject. 
Two days previous to the " great move- 
ment" which I promised you would be made 
" in a few days," I prepared a communica- 
tion for the Gazette in which I ventured to 
foreshadow the " order of exercises." Be- 
fore mailing my manuscript, however, it 
was currently reported that it was tbe " ear- 
nest desire of the Commander-in-chief that 
information respecting military movements 
might be withheld."

Additional reports make the losses in 


ammunition, quartermaster and commissa- 
ry stores as follows: 


Oue hundred and fifty boxes small car- 


tridges, 87 boxes rifled cannon ammunition. 
30 boxes old fire arms, 16 wagons loaded 
with provisions, and 3,000 bushels of oats. 
It is estimated that 2000 muskets and 8000 
knapsacks and blankets were lost.

AFTERNOON DKgPATCHKS. 


BALTIMORE, Aug. 8. 


Messrs. Breckingridge aud Vallaudigham 


have partaken of a grand dinner at tho Eu- 
taw House, this evening, given by the Bal- 
timore* secessionists. At 11 o'clock they 
were serenaded by the Blues band, Mr. 
Breekinridge is now attempting to speak, 
but is constantly interrupted by cheers for 
Crittenden, Gen. Scott, the Kentucky elec- 
tion and for the Union. It is impossible to 
hear what he is endeavoring to say. 
There 


arc several thousand persons present, a ma- 
jority of whom are Union men. They call 
on the band for the Star Spangled Banner 
and Yankee Doodle, but can get nothing 
from them but Dixie and the Marseilles, 
to quiet the people. They were responded 
to by cries of" Remember the 19th of 
April," "remember the week of terror." 
Several fights took place and some of the 
HeeesaionistH were roughly handled. He 
was finally compelled to retire without 
speaking, and the cheers of hia friends were 
deafened amid groans and hisses. 


Mr. Vnlland;glmm did not attempt to 


speak, aud the crowd dispersed with cries 
for the Union and groans for Jeff. Davis, 
interrupted by counter cheers and groans. 


Breekinridge continued to speak for half 


an hour. Interruptions were so frequent 
that but here and there a sentence could 
be obtained. 
He said that he desired to 


speak for tbe poor and weak, and. nut for 
the rich and powerful. 
Here Mr. B. was 


interrupted by a powerful voice, " You lie, 
you know you do!" Mr. B. then referred 
to the position of Maryland, whose citizens 
had again and again been outraged in their 
dearoHt constitutional rights. 
To all the 


respectful inquiries as to charges alleged 
against those who had been rudely turned 
from their homea and their families, noth- 
ing but contemptuous responses had been 
returned. 
Do you, let it be asked, call this 


liberty? Cries of no, no, no, intermitted 
with cries of "Ob, dry upl you are a liur!" 
Mr. B. here inquired of those who manifes- 
ted a disposition not to listen to him, why 
they did not desire him V This question 
was followed by loud cheers and biases. 


A violent commotion was now observed 


to take place among the crowd, which sway- 
ed from pavement to pavement as if under 
strong excitement, and the clubs of police- 
men were seen to be applied with vigor up- 
on the heads of those who were resisting 
them. 


Mr. Breckinrtdge speaking amid the din, 


said that those who interrupted him with 
opprobious epithets and hisses are poor ne- 
groes who were tightet ing the degrading 
fetters which bound th-itn, and I feel per- 
sonally responsible for ,lie poor fellows HO 
rudely treated. 1 grievo to think that any- 
one should be hurt ou ir.y account. (Cries 
of good and cheers for Jeff. Davis and the 
southern confederacy.) 
An active fight 


now sprung up and occupied the attention 
of tho crowd for several minutes, and occa- 
sioned a general stampede. 


Mr. Breckinridgc said, "ilia evident that 


the disturbers are but few in number as they 
feared to hear him. 
Do I speak truly 7'' 


The inquiry waa met by epithets directed 
against the speaker. " Never mind, they 
are just from jail and the alrashouse."— 
Cheering was here renewed, and was imme- 
diately followed by a renewal of violent dis- 
turbances. " You poor fellows may hiss 
now, but your children will bless me." 
A 


voice—"Oh! po to South Carolina, and be 
d 
d to you." 


This waa met by violent cheering, and a 


descent was again made by the police on 
the crowd. This was followed by a gang of 
men from the right towards the side whence 
the cheers proceeded. • Cheering was again 
renewed, when another scene of commotion 
ensued, during which several men were sa 
verely beaten, and pursued bleeding from 
the streets. Mr. B.—"If you do not intend 
to allow me t» speak, then disperse Ire 
crowd. I did not volunteer to address you, 
remember. 
[Cheers and biases.] If I did 


not know that the squad of men disturbing 
this assemblage were tbe opponents of the 
sentiments of the people of Baltimore, 
I should despair of your city. [Cheers for 
Jeff. Davis and Gen. Scott.] Amid frequent 
interruptions the speaker continued to say 
that since the time when tha constitution 
had been designed as alimitto despoticpower 
nothing so outrageous as the acts of the 
administration had ever occnred. Liberty 
existed before the constitution was formed 
and whenever the issue is presented be- 
tween that on the one baud and reform of 
government on the other, the form would 
perish but principles would etill servive. 
[Hisses, groans aud cheers.]

Black Property. 


We take from an article iu Parson Brown- 


ow's paper, the Knoxville Whig, the fol- 
owing extracts, which show in what light 
slaves in time of war hav« hitherto been 
treated by southern politicians and gener- 
als. Tbe Parson cites these instances in 
order to show how much better southerner! 
are treated by the present government aud 
17 the present coramanderstbtn by the Jack- 
soniau policy may soon become a necessity 
and a practice in tbe present war. The ex- 
tracts are these: 


"In 183S, Gen. Jesaup had captured 


many slaves and Indians in Florida, and 
iad ordered them west of the Mississippi. 
At New Orleans the slaves were claimed by 
tbe owners under legal process; but Gen. 
Qaines commanding that military district, 
and a man who was never tainted with ab- 
olithnism, refused to deliver them to tho 
sheriff, and appeared in court, making his 
own defense. 


"He asserted that in time of war all 


slaves were belligerents, as much as their 
masters. The slave men, said he, cultivate 
the earth and supply proviaions. The wo- 
men cook the food, nurse tbe wounded und 
sick, contribute to the maintenance of the 
war, often more than tbe tame number of 
nales. Tbe slave children equally contrib- 
ute whatever they are able to the support of 
the war. 


" In 1838, Qen. Taylor captured a num- 


ber of negroes, who turned out to he fugi- 
tive slaves. 
Citizens of Florida, who de- 


clared themselves to be the lawful owners 
of the staves, rallied to the general's camp, 
and made their demands. Uen. Taylor re- 
plied that he bad no prisoners but " prison- 
ers of war." The alleged owners desired 
to examine them, but the veteran general 
told them that no man should examine his 
S 


riaoners for any such purpose j and he or- 
ered them to leave his camp. Complaint 


was made to President Van Bureu and his 
cabinet, and Taylor waa sustained, while 
the slaves were sent otit west. 


" In December, 1814, Gen. Andrew Jack- 


non Bei/'Od upon a largn number of slaves at 
and near to New Orleans, actually in tbe 
possession of their honest owners, and kept 
them at hard labor, erecting defenses, be 
hind which his troops won the victory of 
the 8th of January, 1815. 
Tbe owners re- 


monstrated—denounced Jackson fora usurp 
erand tyrant. Jackson disregarded their 
remonstrances—paid no sort of attention to 
their abuse—kept the negroes at work, un 
til many of them were killed by the cue 
my's shots. The case went before Madison 
and his able cabinet, was approved by them, 
and by congress, and when the owners ap 
plied for pay for their slaves, congress re

MESSRS. EDITORS :—With jour pemission 


and a short excuse for a four weeks, suspen- 
sion of my notes, I will resume the subject. 
Two days previous to the " great move- 
ment" which I promised you would be made 


in a few days," I prepared a communica- 


tion for the Gazette in which I ventured to 
foreshadow the "order of exercises." Be- 
fore mailing my manuscript, however, it 
was currently reported that it was the " ear- 
nest desire of the Commander-in-chief that 
.nformation respecting military movements 
might be withheld." 
For1 my own reputa- 


tion, as a true prophet,it is well that I gave 
leed to that desire, as my plan was that " a 
cautious march was to be made by the grand 
army here, under General McDowell, upon

eral Butler was to menace Richmond by an 
attack upon Yorktown, keeping Beaure- 
;ard's reserve at Richmond from support- 
ing his forces at the Junction." That I 
lad made up this plan entirely from what 
appeared to mo to be a common sense view 
of the subject without any prompting from 
official quarter!! the result fully shows. Gen- 
eral Scott, if McDowell acted under orders 
"rom headquarters, had a different plan, and

" There goes Old Baker, of the Georgia 
firs'; 1" shouted one of our boys, in hearing 
of his chaplain. " Who ?" queried the par- 
son. " Colonel Baker, of the rebel ranks, 
has gone to his long home." 
"Ah, well," 


replied the.chaplain, quietly, " the longer I 
live the less cause I have to find fault with 
the inscrutable acts of Divine Providence.' 
An unlucky private in one of the New York 
York regiments was wounded in this fight, 
and his father arrived at the hospital just 
as the surgeon was removing the ball from 
the back of his shoulder. The boy lay with 
his face downward on the pallet. " Ah, my 
poor son," said the father, mournfully, "I'm 
very sorry for you. But it's a bad place to 
be hit in—thus in the back !'' The sufferer 
turned over, bared his breast, and pointing 
to the opening above the arm-pit, exclaim- 
ed, " Father, herd's where the ball went in. 


One of our riflemen had bispiecp carried 


away by a ball, which struck it out of his 
hands just as his company was in the act ol 
advancing to storm one of the smaller reb- 
el batteries. Unarmed, he sprang forward 
and threw himself down on his face, under 
the enemy's guns. A Zouave lay there, 
wounded and bleeding, out of the way oi 
the murderous fire. " Lay close—lay close, 
old boy," said .the-latter to the new comer,

nit, and then we'll get up an' give the reb- 


els fits ag'in." Three minutes afterwards 
the battery was carried, and the two soldiers 
were in the thickest of the fight again.

At the meeting of the democratic state 


committee, here, to-day, a communication 
was received from the republican state com- 
mittee, asking tbe democratic state commit- 
tee to unite with them in holding • a state 
convention. After reviewing the present 
condition and principles of the democratic 
party, the response says that it would be 
well, at this time, to fill tbe leading public 
offices, especially in the federal government,- 
to which the conduct of public affairs be- 
longs, with men whose purity of character 
and capacity for admiaistrative labors were 
so well known as to command the confi- 
dence of the people, now lost; and it is 
also probable that if this example were set 
in the conduct of federal affairs, it would 
be followed by the people on the selection 
of their state officers, but we would be false 
to the party which we represent ,if we con- 
sider any proposition of union with former 
political opponents, except npon the basis 
of that principle. 
The response concludes 


by saying, we are therefore instructed by 
our committee to say that in their call for 
the usual democratic convention tney will 
invite all good citizens who are willing to 
co-operate with the democrats to these ends, 
to come together at the primary meetings 
and unite in selecting representatives to 
sucli a convention, to nominate candidates 
for the support of the electors of the state 
upon this platform of Union and patriotism. 


The sub-committee of the republican 


state central committee met this afternoon 
after the meeting of the democratic com- 
mittee. 
After agreeing on a call and state- 


ment, they say the foregoing call is issued 
under circumstances which require explan- 
ation. The republican state committee, at

Under these 
circumstances your committee cordially in- 
vite citizens friendly to the maintenance of 
the government, to unite with us in select- 
ing a ticket for state officers, to be support- 
ed at the approaching election. 


The resolution under which the republi- 


can sub-committee was appointed—compo- 
sed of George Opdyke, Draper, Strong, Al- 
len and Dart—read "as follows : 


Resolved, That a committee of five be ap- 


pointed to wait npon the democratic state 
committee at their meeting to be held in 
this city on the 8th inst., to invite them to 
call their convention at the same time and 
place as the republican convention, for the 
purpose of enabling the two conventions to 
unite in the nomination of a union ticket, 
pledged to the vigorous prosecution of the 
war for the restoration of the authority of 
the constitution, and the execution of the 
federal laws in all sections of the country.

AFTERNOON DESPATCHES. 


BALTIMORE, Aug. 8. 


Messrs. Breckingridge and Vallandigham 


have partaken of a grand dinner at the Eu- 
taw House, this evening, given by the Bal- 
timore secessionists. At 11 o'clock they 
were serenaded by the Blues band. Mr. 
Breckinridge is now attempting to speak, 
but is constantly interrupted by cheers for 
Crittenden, Gen. Scott, the Kentucky elec- 
tion and for the UnioiK , -Iris impossible to 
hear what he is endeavoring to say. 
There 


are several thousand persons present, a ma- 
jority of whom are Union men. They call 
on the band for the Star Spangled Banner 
and Yankee Doodle,, but can get nothing 
from them bo I Dixie and the Marseilles, 
to quiet the people. They were responded 
to by cries of "Remember the 19th of 
April," ".remember the week of terror." 
Several fights took place and some of the 
secessionists were roughly handled. 
He 


was finally compelled to retire without 
speaking, "and the cheers of his friends were 
deafened amid groans and hisses. 


Mr. Vallandigham did not attempt to 


speak, and the crowd dispersed with cries 
for the Union and groans for Jeff. Davis, 
interrupted by counter cheers and groans.. 


Breckinridge continued to speak for half 


an hour. •" Interruptions were so frequent 
that but here and there a sentence could 
be obtained. He said that be desired to 
speak for the poor and weak, and; not for 
the rich and powerful. Here Mr. B. was 
interrupted by a powerful voice, " You lie, 
you know yon do!" 
Mr. B. then referred 


to the position of Maryland, whose citizens 
bad again and again been outraged in their 
dearest constitutional rights. 
To all the 


respectful inquiries as to charges alleged 
against those who had been rudely turned 
from their homes and their families, noth- 
ing but contemptuous responses had been 
returned. Do you, let it be asked, call this 
liberty ? Cries of no, no, no, intermitted 
with cries of "Ob, dry. up 1 you are a liar!" 
Mr. B. here inquired of those who manifes- 
ted a disposition not to listen to him, why 
they did not desire him? This question 
was followed by loud cheers and hisses. 


A violent commotion was now observed 


to take place among the crowd, which sway- 
ed from pavement to pavement as if under 
strong excitement, and the clubs of police- 
men were seen to be applied with vigor up- 
on the heads of those who were resisting 
them. 


Mr. Breckinridge speaking amid the din, 


said that those who interrupted him with 
opprobious epithets and hisses are poor ne- 
groes who were tighteting the degrading 
fetters which bound th^m, and I feel per- 
sonally responsible for »he poor fellows so 
rudely treated. I grie?e to think that any 
one should be hurt ou ir>y account. (Cries 
of good and cheers for Jeff. Davis and the 
southern confederacy.) 
An active fight 


now sprung up and occupied the attention 
of the crowd for several minutes, and occa- 
sioned a general stampede. 


Mr. Breckinridge said, "it is evident that 


the disturbers are but few in number as they 
feared to hear him. Do I speak truly ?" 
The inquiry was met by epithets directed 
against the speaker. " Never mind, they 
are just from jail and the almshouse."— 
Cheering was here renewed, and was imme- 
diately followed by a renewal of violent dis- 
turbances. " You poor fellows may hiss 
now, but your children will bless me." 
A 


voice—"Oh ! go to South Carolina, and be 
d 
d to you." 


This was met by violent cheering, and a 


descent was again made by the police on 
the crowd. This was followed by a gang of 
men from the right towards the side whence 
the cheers proceeded. •Cheering was again 
renewed, when another scene of commotion 
ensued, during which several men were se- 
verely beaten, and pursued bleeding from 
the streets. Mr. B.—"If you do not intend 
to allow me ta speak, then disperse tbe 
crowd. I did not volunteer to address you, 
remember. 
[Cheers and hisses.] If I did 


not know that the squad of men disturbing 
this assemblage were the opponents of tbe 
sentiments- of the people of Baltimore, 
I should despair -of your city. [Cheers for 
Jeff. Davisand Gen. Scott.] Amid frequent 
interruptions the speaker continued to say 
that since the time when the constitution 
had been designed as a limit to despotic power 
nothing so outrageous as the acts of the 
administration had ever occured. Liberty 
existed before the constitution was formed 
and whenever the issue is presented be- 
tween that on the one hand and reform of 
government on the other, the form would 
perish but principles would still servive. 
[Hisses, groans and cheers.]

Black Property.

We take from an article in Parson Brown- 


low's paper, the Knoxville Whig, the fol- 
lowing extracts, which show in what light 
slaves in time of war have hitherto been 
treated by southern politicians and gener- 
als. The Parson cites these instances in 
order to show how much better southerners 
are treated by the present government and 
by the present commanders than by the Jack- 
sonian policy may. soon become a necessity 
and a practice in the present war. The ex- 
tracts are these: 


"In 1833, Gen. Jessup had captured 


many slaves and' Indians in'Florida, and 
had ordered! them west of the Mississippi. 
At New Orleans the slaves were claimed by 
the owners under legal process ; but Gen. 
Gaines commanding that military district, 
and a man who was never tainted with ab- 
olitionism, refused to deliver them to tbe 
sheriff, and appeared in court, making his 
own defense. 


"He asserted .that in time of war all 


slaves were belligerents, as much as their 
masters. The (lave men, said he, cultivate 
tbe earth and supply provisions. 
The -wo- 


men cook the food, nurse the wounded and 
sick, contribute to the maintenance of the 
war, often more than the same number of 
males. The slave children equally contrib- 
ute whatever they are able to the support of 
the war. 
" In 1838, Gen. Taylor captured a num- 


ber of negroes, who turned out to be fugi- 
tive slaves. Citizens of Florida, who de- 
clared themselves to be the lawful owners 
of the slaves, rallied to the general's camp, 
and made their demands. Gen. Taylor re- 
plied that he had no prisoners but " prison- 
ers of war." 
The alleged owners desired 


to examine them, but the veteran general 
told them that no man should examine his 
prisoners for. any such purpose ; and he or- 
dered them to leave his camp. 
Complaint 


was made to President Van Buren and his 
cabinet, and Taylor was sustained, while 
the slaves were sent out west. . 
" In Decetaber, 1814, Gen. Andrew Jack- 


son seized upon a largn number of slaves at 
and near to New Orleans, actually in the 
possession of their honest owners, and kept 
them at hard labor, erecting defenses, be- 
hind which his troops won the victory of 
the 8th of January, 1815. The owners re- 
monstrated—denounced Jackson fora usurp- 
er and tyrant. Jackson disregarded their 
remonstrances—paid'no sort of attention to 
their abuse—kept the negroes at work, un- 
til many of them were killed by the ene- 
my's shots. The case went before Madison 
and his able cabinet, was approved by them, 
and by congress, and when the owners ap- 
plied for pay for their slaves, congress re- 
fused to pay, and .that too by southern 
votes." 


STRANGE CONFUSION or NAMES.—Gener- 


al Philip St. Gaorge Cocke and Col. Philip 
St. George Cooke are both Virginians—the 
one a confederate general and the other a 
United States colonel. Both were educat- 
ed at West Point. 
Gen. Cocke entered the 


army in 1832, and left in 1834; has since 
been a planter, and is now a brigadier gen- 
eral for eastern Virginia. Col. Cooke en- 
tered the army in 1827, and has ever since 
been in the service.

DEAR GAZETTE :—Since I wrote my last 


etter tho colonel has changed tbe name of 
ur camp; ho was not will! ng to haveso many 
lonora heaped on hia head before he show- 
ed that ho could earn them. There are a 
eriea of events connected with our camp 
which inay not be out of place to relate 
icre. The house which is now occupied by 
ur field officers was the famous place where 
Marshal Lnno secreted a large portion of 
hose arms which were taken from him by 
Gen. Banks. Iu the- woll by the house were 
a large number of guns. East of the main 
muse is a new brick house, which was built 
or a powder house and was filled with arms 
.ud ammunition when searched. The boys 
now use it for a writing house. North of 
our catnp is the cemetery, and the rebels 
ouce had forty tons of powder stored there, 
but I believe the most of it waa taken by 
our men last spring. The colonel has got 
some arms for us and we sleep with them 
oadwd and by our sides every night,because 
.he rebels have threatened to drive us from 
his hilt before long. The arms are percus 
sion muskets nnd we are to keep them but 
a short time, until we can get better ones. 
Major Lurrabee returned a few days since, 


ud he wus as pleased as a little boy with 
a rattle to see us. The boys crowded around 
tim and shook hia hand until I thought 
they would shake it off. 


The Glli Wisconsin regiment havo arm 


ed and arc encamped in sight of us.

i large number are sick on that account, 
and oue has. died.

neat, and company, are getting better. No 
one has died yet aud no one is like to, that 
I know of now.

We are divided into squads, and each 
squad ii looked after byr a corporal or ser 
geant. 


The rebels here are very envious towards 


us, and endeavor in every way to try our 
patience—they throw stonea at the sentries 
in the night—crowd on their beat in the day 
time when the regiment ii on parade. There 
.a a grove near ua iu which the cemetery 
above referred to is situated, and our sen 
:ries stand tiear it, so the rebels haveagooc 
•banco to throw atones nt us. 
They try to 


alk with the seutc'ied, and because we will 
tot answer them they call us all sorts of 
names ; but thoro h one thing certain, il 
they harm one of us where we are in our 
own regular beat they will rue it. 


We have changed our drill from the line 


or heavy to th-3 light or skirmishing infant 
•y, nnd like it a va<3t deal better than the 
old.

the whole regiment dressed alike, and al 
annul alike except tho left company, which 
was the Zouaves. The daughter of tbe 
regiment attracted a great deal of attentioi 
by her costume.

We were treated very kindly all the route 


lere; at every place we came to, the people 
would come out with refreshments of all 
rinds, pies, cakes and coffee, ice water, and 
we were loaded down until we arrived at Har- 
riaburg, where we found the people overrun 
with return soildiers, who bad not as yet 
>een paid off. They were living on the 
charity of the people; there waa at least 
8000, and nearly all awaiting to be paid off. 
They were all Pennsylvania troops. By 
some means they were not paid off as soon 
as they arrived, but were kept waiting for 
nearly a week; they became very much out 
of patience, and in fact, they got rather out 
of good discipline, so much so, that it be- 
came necessary to call the soldiers out of 
Camp Curtin to quell them. 
After they 


got their pay there was no more trouble.— 
As yet I have seen no regiment whose men 
will compare with ours. Our regiment has 
gained a name that we feel proud of—that 
is we are civil and try to behave ourselves. 
We are in the hottest sesesh hole in Balti- 
more, and, what is more strange, they are 
all the lowest graded of Irish. 


We found the people of Uarrisburg all 


good, kind and loyal, and very accommoda- 
ting. 
When we left that city a supposed 


we had left all the friends we should meet; 
but after we got as far as the state.of 
Maryland, we found the warmest friends to 
the- Union I have yet seen. The ladies 
would come out along the line of the road 
aud display the richest Hags I ever saw 
The Unionists here look at us as their only 
salvation, and you can hardly believe me 
when I tell you that we have 110 idea of the 
position that the Union men stand in, in 
tho southern states. It is life or death with 
them ; they have got to keep a atrong look 
out both ways. Old neighbors who have 
lived here in friendship their lifetime, are 
now the most deadly enemies, ready to 
butcher each other tho first opportunity. 
Civil war ia the most horrible of all wars 
conceivable.

WASHINGTON'S Ori.vio.v OF NORTHERN 


SOI.DIKKB.—In a letter of Washington to 
his friend Lund, in June, 177C, occurs the 
following passage, in which he most graph- 
ically describes the peculiarities of north- 
ern and southern men for soldiers, and 
gives a preference for the qualities of the 
northern men, tho justice of which the 
present campaign is likely to verify: 


" We have lately had a general review, 


and I have much pleasure in informing you 
that we made a much better appearance, 
and went through our exercises more like 
soldiers, than I had expected. 
The south- 


ern states are rash aud blamealile iu the 
judgment they form of their brethren of 
the four New England stales. I do assure 
you, with all my partiality for my own 
countrymen, and prejudices against them, 
I can but consider them as the flower of 
the American army. They are strong, vig- 
orous and hearty people, inured to labor 
and toil, which our people seldom are ; and 
though our hot and eager epirits may suit 
iu a sudden and desperate enterprise, yet, 
in the way in which wars are now carried 
on, you must look for permanent advanta- 
ged only from that patient and persevering 
temper which is the result of labor. The 
New Englanders are cool, considerate and 
sensible, whilst we are all fire and fury.— 
Like their climate, they maintain an equal 
temperature, whereas we cannot shine but 
we burn. They have a unilormity and sta- 
bility of character to which the people of 
no other states have any pretensions; hence 
they must aud will always preserve their 
influence in this great empire. Were it 
not for the drawback aud disadvantage 
which the influence of their popular opiu- 
ions ou tl.e subject of government have on 
their army, they soon migbt; and probably 
will, give law to it,"

A NKW WAY TO ATTACK FORT PICKBSS. 


— The Mobile Evening News gravely puts 
forth the following proposition : " Let Gen.

A DIFFKKENCE. — Prof. Reed, who 


has just returned from a visit to his old 
friends in Indiana, informs us that Gov. 
Morton of that state has subsisted twenty- 
one regiments for less than thirteen cenls a 
day for each man. 
Only luok at it I Here, 


we have been paying thirty-seven-and-a-hall 
cents for the aame purpose, besides appoint 
ing two supernumeraries to each regiment- 
at an expense of over $2,000 per annum 
each. Thus our people can see that we 
have paid 24$ cents to each man per daj 
more than they do in Indiana. 


We understand that our two regiments 


with employees and hangers on, numbered 
2,300, fed at an expense of 24J cents more 
than it cost the atate of Indiana.

would give un excess over the cost to Indi 
ana for the snme number, of Jice fiundreii

Smith on the bridge fund, and $20 
from the dog license fund appropriated to 
Mr. Robertson in part payment of his claim. 


Aid. Collins, from the aldermen of the 


3d ward, asked further time to report on 
the petition for the improvement of the low- 
er end of Main street. 
Granted. 


Aid. Smith called attention to a pond of 


water ia Caikin'd addition, caused by the 
removal of a culvert under Main street, and 
a neglect to make provision for carrying 
off the water. 


On motion of Aid. Bates, the matter was 


referred to the aldermen of the 3d ward, 
with instructions to adopt such measures as 
they may deem necessary, and with power 
to commence a suit against the persons 
who removed the stone and lumber from 
the culvert. 


Adjourned.

From the Fifth AVlscomln Regiment. ' 


CAMP McKEiM, Baltimore, 1 


August 5th, 1861. 
j 


DEAR GAZETTE:—Since I wrote my last 


etter the colonel has changed the name of 
our camp; hewasnot-wiilingtohavesomany 
ibnors heaped on his head before he show- 
ed that he could earn them. 
There are a 


series of events connected with our camp 
which may not be out of place to relate 
aere. The house which is now occupied by 
our field officers was the famous place where 
Marshal Lane secreted a large portion of 
those arms which were taken from him by 
Gen. Banks. In the well by the house were 
a large number of guns. East of the main 
bouse is a new brick house, which was built 
for a powder house and-was filled with arms 
and ammunition when searched. The boys 
now use it'for a writing house. North of 
our camp is the cemetery, and ' the rebels 
once had forty tons of powder stored there, 
but I believe the most of it was taken by 
our men last spring. The colonel has got 
some arms for us and we sleep with them 
loaded and by our sides every night, because 
the rebels have threatened to drive us from 
this hill before long. 
The arms are percus- 


sion muskets and we are to keep them but 
a short time, until we can get better ones. 
Major Larrabee returned a few. days since, 
and ho was as pleased as a little boy with 
a rattle to see us. The boys crowded around 
him and shook his hand until I thought 
they would shake it off.' 
. . 


The 6th Wisconsin regiment have arriv- 


ed and are encamped in 'sight of us. . I am 
told the measles are among them and that 
a large number are sick on that account, 
and one has, died. The sick of our regi- 
ment, and company, are getting better. No 
one has died yet and no one is •• like to, that 
I know of now. .Our officers are very care 
ful of our health ; we are never allowed to 
lie down on the ground without our rubber 
blanket under us to keep the dampness from 
aa. We are divided into squads,.and each 
squad is looked after by a corporal or ser- 
geant. 
.' 


The rebels here are very ;envious towards 
i, and endeavor in every way to try our 


patience—they throw stones at the sentries 
in the night—crowd on their beat in the day 
time when the regiment is on parade. There 
is a grove near us iu which the cemetery 
above referred to is situated, and our seu- 
;ries stand near it, so the rebels have a good 
chance to throw stones -at us. They try to 
talk with the sentries, and because we will 
not answer them they call us all sorts of 
names ; bat there is one thing certain, if 
they harm one of us where we are in our 
own regular beat they will rue it. 


We have changed our drill from the line 


or heavy to the light or skirmishing infant 
ry, and like it a vast deal better than the 
old. We are kept very strict here. No 
one is allowed out of the camp without a 
written pass from the colonel. No one is 
allowed to buy anything from any one out 
of the camp, without a permit in writing. 
This is to prevent our being poisoned by 
the rebels. 
One of the boys.was out after 


water day before yesterday, and he bought 
a cake and was badly poisoned, but is bet 
ter now. I re marked .that the sick of our 
company were better; among these I will 
mention Pepper, Lincolu, Rogers, Maxon 
and Wilson ; how Platt, Johnson and the 
rest are I do not know as they are at Har- 
risburg. 


The weather is very hot to-day, and while 


I attempt to write the perspiration runs in 
streams off my face and neck, and my hands 
are so wet that I cannot write more than 
two words without stopping to wipe them, 
and then they wet and blot my paper; but 
hot as it is here we do not suffer as much 
as when we were in Camp Bandall. Wait 
while I eat a piece of melon which one of 
boys has bought. There T feel better now. 


Since I wrote the above, I have learned 


that Plutt, Warner, Johnson and Rinley 
are better. Should any one doubt our liv- 
ing well, I will tell you what we had for din- 
ner; (I have written before who I rness 
with,) potatoes, meat, bread, pepper, salt, 
onions, mustard and tea. I was on guard 
yesterday aud I feel rather sleepy; so I will 
relate one or two incidents!more'and close. 
The rebels feel angry because we will not 
let them into the catnp, and while I was on 
guard in the afternoon one tried to run my 
beat, but my bayonet brought him to his 
senses and he went back around the corner 
swearing about us at a tall rate. The offi- 
cers are determined that we .'Shall be the 
best disciplined regiment in the whole army 
and the best behaved. No one is allowed 
to be noisy or to gamble on Sunday. 


Last night a large crowd gathered to see 


the dress parade of the 5th regiment, and 
all seemed well pleased with the appearance 
of the troops. It was a fine show to see 
the whole regiment dressed alike, and, all 
armed alike except the left company,, which 
was the Zouaves. The daughter of the 
regiment attracted a great deal of attention 
by her costume. The entertainments clos- 
ed by an exhibition of elevating a man by 
throwing him up on a blanket. I must 
close as I have to wash my. clothes to-day, 
gei supper and he ready for drill at 6J o'- 
clock.

are encamped at the above named place.— 
It ia a .very pleasant place, on a hill over 
looking the city.and bay.. Our boys are 
all well, except a'fow that have the measles, 


Our men are orderly and well behaved; 


we have the name of being the best disci- 
plined troops in the city, and. there are 
about 18,000 here. ... Wo are, under-Major 
General Dix. Our orders are strict, and I, 
for one, am in favor of it; but the majori- 
ty of officers and men do iiotlikeit. 
How- 


ever, it must be submitted.to. • I feel very 
thankful to the citizens of Janesville for 
the many Itind favors and the excellent edi- 
bles which they gave us for'our regiment, 
The whole regiment speak in, the••highest 
terms of the people of. Janesville 'for their 
generosity. The 5 ththinks Janesville some 
if not more. '••' 


We were treated very kindly all the route 


bere j at every place we came to, the people 
would come out! with refreshments of all 
kinds, pies, cakes and coffee, ice water, and 
we were loaded down until wearrived at Har- 
risburgj where we found the people overrun 
with return soildiers, who had not as yet 
been paid off. 
They were living on the 


charity of the people; there was at least 
8000, and nearly all awaiting to be paid off. 
They were all Pennsylvania troops. By 
some means they were not paid off as soon 
as they arrived, but were kept waiting for 
nearly a week; they became very much out 
of patience, and in fact, they got rather out 
of good discipline, so much so, that it be- 
came necessary to call the soldiers out.of 
Camp Curtia to quell them. 
After they 


got their pay there was no more trouble.— 
As yet I have seen no regiment whose men 
will compare.wichours. Our regiment has 
gained a name, that we feel proud of—that 
is we are civil and try to behave ourselves. 
We are in the hottest sesesJi hole in Balti- 
more, and, what is more strange, they are 
all the lowest grades of Irish, 


We found the people of Harrisburg all 


good, kind and loyal, and very accommoda- 
ting. When we left that cityia supposed 
we had left all the friends we should meet; 
but: after we got as far as the state.of 
Maryland, we found the warmest frienda to 
the Union I have yet seen. The ladies 
would come out along the line of the road 
and display the richest flags I ever saw. 
The Unionists here look at us as their only 
salvation, and you can hardly believe me 
when I tell you that we have no idea of the 
position that the Union men atand in, in 
the southern states. It is life or death with 
them ; they have got to keep a strong look- 
out both ways. Old neighbors who have 
lived here in friendship their lifetime, are 
how the most deadly enemies, ready to 
butcher each other, the first opportunity. 
Civil War is the most horrible of all wars 
conceivable. 
... It is now supper time and I will close as 
I have to go on parade.

. WASHINGTON'S' OPINION OP . NORTHERN 


SOLDIERS.—In a letter of Washington to 
his friend Lund, in June, 17Y6, occurs the 
following passage, in which he most graph, 
ically describes the peculiarities of north- 
ern and southern men for soldiers, and 
gives:a preference for the qualities of the 
northern men,' the justice of which the 
present campaign is likely to verify; 
" We have lately had a general review, 


and I have much pleasure in informing you 
that we made a much better appearance, 
.and want through our exercises more like 
soldiers, than I had expected. The south 
ern states are rash and blameable in' the 
judgment they form of their brethren of 
the four New England states. I do assure 
you, with all my partiality .for my own 
countrymen, and prejudices: against them, 
I can but consider them as the flower of 
the American army. They are strong, vig- 
orous and hearty people, inured to labor 
and toil, which our people seldom are ; and 
though our hot and-eager spirits may suit 
in a sudden and desperate enterprise, yet, 
in the way in which wars are now carried 
on, you, must look for permanent advanta- 
ges only from that patient and persevering 
temper which, is the result of labor. The 
New Bnglanders are 
• cool, considerate and 


sensible, whilst we are all fire and fury.— 
Like their climate, they maintain an equal 
temperature, whereas we cannot shine but 
we burn. They have a uniformity and Sta- 
bility of character to which the people of 
no other states have any pretensions; hence 
they must and will always preserve their 
influence in this great'empire. Were it 
not:fpr,the drawback and disadvantage 
which the influence of their popular opin- 
ions on tLe subject of government have on 
their army, they soon might, aud probably 
will,'give law to it."

A NEW WAT TO ATTACK FORT PICKENS. 


•—The Mobile Eveuing News gravely puts 
forth the following proposition : " Let Gen. 
Bragg detail a few thousand of his ten 
thousand to the work of catching snakes, 
and as soon as they have collected several 
cart loads of those interesting reptiles, let 
tin or sheet iron shell, or canister be charg- 
e'd with them—the .enclosure being cylin- 
drical, and of .size to fit the. largest mortar, 
and so made that it will break and liberate 
its contents upon falling within the.-fort.

QUITE A DIFFERENCE.—Prof. Reed, who 


has just returned from a visit' to his old 
friends in Indiana, informs us that-Gov. 
Morton of that state has subsisted twenty- 
one regiments for less.than thirteen cents a 
day for each man. Only look at it I Here, 
we have been paying thirty-seven-and-n-half 
cents for the same purpose, besides appoint^ 
ing two supernumeraries to each regiment- 
al an expense of over $2,000 per annum 
each. Thus our people can see that we 
have paid 24i cents to each man per day 
more than they do in Indiana. 


- We understand that our two regiments, 
with employees and hangers-on, numbered 
2,bOO, fed at an expense of 24J cents more 
than it cost the state of Indiana. This 
would give an excess over the cost-to Indi- 
ana for the same number, of five hundred 
and sixty-three dollars and fifty 
cents per 


day, and probably a net profit of over six 
hundred dollars per day. We are informed 
that the net profit of keeping the second 
fifth and sixth regiments at Madison a 
short time, reaches over imenty-five thou- 
sand dollars.—Madison Patriot,

ECONOMIZING.—The Queen's state of miud 
wjiich, if not insanity, as has been said, is 
at all events morbid and unhealthy, has 
checked all sorts of display.

and a short excuse for a four weeks, suspen- 
sion of my notes, I will resume the subject. 
Two days previous to the " great move- 
ment" which I promised yon would be made 
"in a few days," I prepared a communica- 
tion for the Gazette in which I ventured to 
foreshadow the " order of exercises." Be- 
fore mailing my manuscript, however, it 
was currently reported that it was the " ear- 
nest desire of the Commander-in-chief that 
information respecting military movements 
might be withheld."

In the thickest of the contest a secession 


colonel of cavalry was knocked out of his 
saddle by a ball from one of our riflemen. 
" There goes Old Baker, of the Georgia 
first 1" shouted one of our boys, in hearing 
of his chaplain. " Who ?" queried the par- 
son. " Colonel Baker, of the rebel ranks, 
has gone to his long home." " Ah, well," 
replied the chaplain, quietly, " the longer I 
live the less cause I have to find fault with 
the inscrutable acts of Divine Providence." 
An unlucky private in one of the New York 
York regiments was wounded in this fight, 
and his father arrived at the hospital just 
as the surgeon was removing the ball from 
the back of his shoulder. The boy lay with 
his face downward on the pallet " Ah, my 
poor son,'-' said the father, mournfully, "I'm 
very sorry for yon. But it's a bad place to 
be hit in—thus in the back.''' The sufferer 
turned over, bared his breast, and pointing 
to the opening above the arm-pit, exclaim- 
ed, " Father, here's where the ball went in. 


One of onr riflemen had his piece carried 


away by a ball, which struck it out of his 
hands just as his company was in the actoi 
advancing to storm one of tbe smaller reb- 
el batteries. Unarmed, he sprang forward 
and threw himself down on his face, under 
the enemy's guns. A Zouave lay there, 
wounded and bleeding, out of tbe way of 
the murderous fire. " Lay close—lay close, 
old boy," said tbe latter to the new comer, 
"the boys'll take this ole furnace 'n a min- 
nit, and then we'll get up an' give the reb- 


els fits ag'in." Three minutes afterwards 
the battery was carried, and the two soldiers 
were in the thickest of the fight again.

ROLLA, Mo., August 8. 


Mr.Bordon, stage proprietor from Spring-

Geueral Lyon with his forces had fallen 


back on Springfield, having reached there 
Monday morning, and was preparing for a 
vigorous defence. The rebels were advan- 
cing by four different roads, and their ad- 
vance guard was estimated to be from ten 
to fifteen miles distant. Gen. Lyon had 
called in 2,500 home guards from the coun- 
try around Springfield. .It was expected 
that in the evening they would make an im- 
mediate attack, from the fact that their 


commissariat was in a miserable condition, 
they being obliged to depend on forced con- 
tributions for temporary supplies.. It was 
generally remarked in Springfield that Gen. 
Lyon was perfectly confident of sncces, in 
case of an attack. He had no entrench- 
ment, but would depend upon bis splendid 
artillery in the open field. Fifty wagons 
laden with provisions had reached him. 


ALBANY, Aug. 8. 


At the meeting of the democratic state 


committee, here, to-day, a communication 
was received from the republican state com- 
mittee, asking the democratic state commit- 
tee to unite with them in holding a state 
convention. After reviewing the present 
condition and principles of the democratic 
party, the response says that it would be 
well, at this time, to fill the leading public 
offices, especially in the federal government, 
to which the conduct of public affairs be- 
longs, with men whose purity of character 
and capacity for admiaistrative labors were 
so well known as to command the confi- 
dence of the people, now lost; and it is 
also probable that if this example were set 
in the conduct of federal affairs, it would 
be followed by the people on the selection 
of their state officers, but we would be false 
to the party which we represent if we con- 
sider any proposition of union with former 
politics! opponents, except upon the basis 
af that principle. The response concludes 
by saying, we are therefore instructed by 
our committee to say that in their call for 
the usual democratic convention they will 
invite all good citizens who are willing to 
co-operate with the democrats to these ends, 
to come together at the primary meetings 
and unite in selecting representatives to 
such a convention, to nominate candidates 
for the support of the electors of tbe state 
upon this platform of Union and patriotism. 


The sub-committee of the republican 


state central committee met this afternoon 
after the meeting of the democratic com- 
mittee. After agreeing on a call and state- 
ment, they say the foregoing call is issued 
under circumstances which require explan- 
ation. The republican state committee, at 
their meeting on the 6th inst., feeling deep- 
ly sensible that the present disastrous situa- 
tion of affairs in our country demanded for 
the time being an entire obliteration of all 
party feeling, and realizing the fact that 
they, as the representatives of a powerful 
and dominant party in the state, could best 
afford to make the first advance, did, after 
mature deliberation, adopt the resolutions 
contained in the communication, of which 
a copy is given below. On the assembling 
of the democratic state committee, our 
communication was presented to them, to 
which communication the committee re- 
sponded in a labored refusal to call a con- 
vention as above requested, and indicated 
a determination on their part to sacrifice to 
party the government, state and nation, in- 
stead of yielding them a generous support 
in this struggle for political existence; to 
restore and perpetuate the larcenous policy 
so shamelessly carried out during the late 
administration of Buchanan; and to com- 
pel compromise with rebels in arms, at once 
humiliatingand dishonorable. Under these 
circumstances your committee cordially in- 
vite citizens friendly to the maintenance of 
the government, to unite with us in select- 
ing a ticket for state officers, to be support- 
ed at the approaching election. 


The resolution under which the republi- 


can sub-committee was appointed—compo- 
sed of George Opdyke, Draper, Strong, Al- 
len and Dart—read as follows : 


Resolved, That a committee of five be ap- 


pointed to wait upon the democratic stale 
committee at their meeting to be held in 
this city on the 8th inst., to invite them to 
call their convention at the same time and 
place as the republican convention, for the 
purpose of enabling the two conventions to 
unite in the nomination of a union ticket, 
pledged to the vigorous prosecution of the 
war for the restoration of the authority of 
the constitution, and the execution of the 
federal laws in all sections of the country. 


Resolved, That the sub-committee have 


power to fix the time and place of the con- 
vention on the part of this committee.

AFTERNOON DESPATCHES. 


BALTIMORE, Aug. 8. 


Messrs. Breckingridge and Yallandigbam 


have partaken of a grand dinner at the Eu- 
taw House, this evening, given by the Bal- 
timore secessionists. At 11 o'clock they 
were serenaded by the Blues band. Mr. 
Breckinridge is now attempting to speak, 
but is constantly interrupted by cheers for 
Crittenden, Gen. Scott, the Kentucky elec- 
tion and for the Union-. It is impossible to 
hear what he is endeavoring to say. 
There 


are several thousand persons present, a ma- 
jority of whom are Union men. They call 
on the band for the Star Spangled Banner 
and Yankee Doodle, bat can get nothing 
from them but Dixie and the Marseilles, 
to quiet the people. They were responded 
to by cries of "Remember the 19th of 
April," "remember the week of terror." 
Several fights took place and some of the 
secessionists were roughly handled. He 
was finally compelled to retire without 
speaking, and the cheers of his friends were 
deafened amid groans and hisses. 


Mr. Vallandigham did not attempt to 


speak, and the crowd dispersed with cries 
for the Union and groans for Jeff. Davis, 
interrupted by counter cheers and groans.. 


Breckinridge continued to speak for half 


an hour. Interruptions were so frequent 
that but here and there a sentence could 
be obtained. He said that he desired to 
speak for the poor and weak, and> not for 
the rich and powerful. Here Mr. B. was 
interrupted by a powerful voice, " You lie, 
you know you do!" Mr. B. then referred 
to the position of Maryland, whose citizens 
had again and again been outraged in their 
dearest constitutional rights. 
To all the 


respectful inquiries as to charges alleged 
against those who had been rudely turned 
from their homes and their families, noth- 
ing but contemptuous responses had been 
returned. Do you, let it be asked, call this 
liberty ? Cries of no, no, no, intermitted 
with cries of "Ob, dry np! you are a liar!" 
Mr. B. here inquired of those who manifes- 
ted a disposition not to listen to him, why 
they did not desire him ? This question 
was followed by loud cheers and hisses. 


A violent commotion was now observed 


to take place among the crowd, which sway- 
ed from pavement to pavement as if under 
strong excitement, and the clubs of police- 
men were seen to be applied with vigor np- 
on the heads of those who were resisting 
them. 


Mr. Breckinridge speaking amid the din, 


said that those who interrupted him with 
opprobious epithets and hisses are poor ne- 
groes who were tightening the degrading 
fetters which bound them, and I feel per- 
sonally responsible for she poor fellows so 
rudely treated. I grieve to think that any 
one should be hurt on rry account. 
(Cries 


of good &nd cheers for Jeff. Davis and the 
southern confederacy.) 
An active fight 


now sprung up and occupied the attention 
of the crowd for several minutes, and occa- 
sioned a general stampede. 


Mr. Breckinridge said, "it is evident that 


the disturbers are but few in number as they 
feared to hear him. Do I speak truly ?" 
The inquiry was met by epithets directed 
against the speaker. " Never mind, they 
are just from jail and the almshouse."— 
Cheering was here renewed, and was imme- 
diately followed by a renewal of violent dis- 
turbances. " You poor fellows may hiss 
now, but your children will bless me." 
A 


voice—"Ob! go to Sonth Carolina, and be 
d 
d to you." 


This was met by rioleat cheering, and a 


descent was again made by the police on 
the crowd. This was followed by a gang of 
men from the right towards the side whence 
the cheers proceeded. Cheering was again 
renewed, when another scene of commotion 
ensued, during which several men were se- 
verely beaten, and pursued bleeding from 
the streets. Mr. B.—"If you do not intend 
to allow me ta speak, then disperse tbe 
crowd. I did not volunteer to address you, 
remember. 
[Cheers and hisses.] If I did 


not know that the squad of men disturbing 
this assemblage were the opponents of the 
sentiments of the people of Baltimore, 
I should despair of your city. [Cheers for 
Jeff. Davis and Gen. Scott.] Amid frequent 
interruptions the speaker continued to say 
that since the time when the constitution 
had been designed as a limit to despotic power 
nothing so outrageous as the acts of the 
administration had ever occured. Liberty 
existed before the constitution was formed 
and whenever the issue is presented be- 
tween that on the one hand and reform of 
government on the other, the form would 
perish but principles would etill servive. 
[Hisses, groans and cheers.]

Black Property. 


We take from an article iu Parson Brown- 


low's paper, the Knoxville Whig, the fol- 
lowing extracts, which show in what light 
slaves in time of war have hitherto been 
treated by southern politicians and gener- 
als. The Parson cites these instances in 
order to show how much better southerners 
are treated by tbe present government and 
by the present commanders than by the Jack- 
aonian policy may soon become a necessity 
and a practice in the present war. Tbe ex- 
tracts are these: 


"In 1833, Gen. Jessnp had captured 


many slaves and Indians in Florida, and 
had ordered, them west of the Mississippi. 
At New Orleans the slaves were claimed by 
the owners under legal process; but Gen. 
Gaines commanding that military district, 
and a man who was never tainted with ab- 
olitionism, refused to deliver them to tbe 
sheriff, and appeared in court, making his 
own defense. 
" He asserted that in time of war all 


slaves were belligerents, as much as their 
masters. The slave men, said he, cultivate 
tbe earth and supply provisions. The wo- 
mea cook the food, nurse the wounded and 
sick, contribute to the maintenance of the 
war, often more than the same number of 
males. The slave children equally contrib- 
ute whatever they are able to the support of 
the war. 
" In 1838, Gen. Taylor captured a num- 


ber of negroes, who turned out to be fugi- 
tive slaves. Citizens of Florida, who de- 
clared themselves to be the lawful owners 
of the slaves, rallied to the general's camp, 
and made their demands. Gen. Taylor re- 
plied that he had no prisoners but " prison- 
ers of war." 
The alleged owners desired 


to examine them, but the veterau general 
told them that no man should examine bis 
prisoners for any snch purpose; and he or- 
dered them to leave his camp. Complaint 
was made to President Van Buren and his 
cabinet, and Taylor was sustained, while 
the slaves were sent out west. 
"In December, 1814, Gen.Andrew Jack- 


son seized upon a largn number of slaves at 
and near to New Orleans, actually in the 
possession of their honest owners, and kept 
them at hard labor, erecting defenses, be- 
hind which his troops won the victory of 
the 8th of January, 1815. 
The owners re- 


monstrated—denounced Jackson fora usurp- 
er and tyrant. Jackson disregarded their 
remonstrances—paid no sort of attention to 
their abuse—kept the negroes at work, un- 
til many of them were killed by the ene- 
my's shots. The case went before Madison 
and his able cabinet, was approved by them, 
and by congress, and when tbe owners ap- 
plied for pay for their slaves, congress re- 
fused to pay, and that too by southern 
votes." 


STRANGE CONFUSION OF NAMES.—Gener- 


al Philip St. Gaorge Cocke and Col. Philip 
St. George Cooke are both Virginians—the 
one a confederate general and the other a 
United States colonel.

From tbe FLfUi Wisconsin Kegimant. 


CAMP McKEW, Baltimore, 1 


August 5th, 1861. 
J 


DEAR GAZETTE :—Since I wrote my last 


letter the colonel has changed the name of 
onr camp: he was not willing to haveso many 
honors heaped on his head before he show- 
ed that he could earn them. There are a 
series of events connected with our camp 
which may not be out of place to relate 
bere. The house which is now occupied by 
our field officers was the famous place where 
Marshal Lane secreted a large portion of 
those arms which were taken from him by 
Gen. Banks. In the well by the house were 
a large number of guns. East of the main 
house is a new brick house, which was built 
for a powder house and-was filled with arms 
And ammunition when searched. The boys 
now use it for a writing house. North of 
our camp is the cemetery, and the rebels 
once had forty tons of powder stored there, 
but I believe the most of it was taken by 
onr meu last spring. The colonel has got 
some arms for us and we sleep with them 
loaded and by our sides every night, because 
the rebels have threatened to drive us from 
this hill before long. The arms are percus- 
sion muskets and we are to keep them but 
a short time, until we can get better ones 
Major Larrabee returned a few. days since, 
and he was as pleased as a little boy with 
a rattle to see us. The boys crowded around 
him and shook his hand until I thought 
they would shake it off. 


The 6th Wisconsin regiment have arriv- 


ed and arc encamped in 'sight of us. I am 
told the measles are among them and that 
a large number are sick on that account, 
and one has. died. The sick of our regi- 
ment, and company, are getting better. No 
one has died yet and no one is ' like to, that 
I know of now. .Our officers are very care 
ful of our health ; we are never allowed to 
lie down on the ground without our rubber 
blanket under us to keep the dampness from 
us. We are divided into squads, and each 
squad is looked after by a corporal or ser- 
geant. 


The rebels here are very «nvious towards 


us, and endeavor in every way to try our 
patience—they throw stones at the sentries 
in the night—crowd on their beat in the day 
time when the regiment is on parade. There 
is a grove near us in which the cemetery 
above referred to is situated, and our sen- 
tries stand near it, so the rebels have a good 
chance to throw stones at us. They try to 
talk with the sentries, and because we will 
not answer them they call us all sorts of 
names ; bnt there is one thing certain, if 
they harm one of us where we are in our 
own regular beat they will rue it. 


We have changed our drill from the line 


or heavy to the light or skirmishing infant 
ry, and like it a vast deal better than the 
old. We are kept very strict here. No 
one is allowed out of the camp without a 
written pass from the colonel. No one is 
allowed to buy anything from any one out 
of the camp, without a permit in writing. 
This is to prevent our being poisoned by 
the rebels. One of the boys was out after 
water day before yesterday, and he bought 
a cake and was badly poisoned, but is bet 
ter now. I remarked that the sick of our 
company were better; among these I wil 
mention Pepper, Lincoln, Rogers, Maxon 
and Wilson ; how Platt, Johnson and the 
rest are I do not know as they are at Har 
risburg. 


The weather is very hot to-day, and while 


I attempt to write the perspiration runs in 
streams off my face and neck, and my hands 
are so wet that I cannot write more than 
two words without stopping to wipe them, 
and then they wet and blot my paper; but 
hot as it is here we do not suffer as much 
as when we were in Camp Randall. Wail 
while I eat a piece of melon which one of 
boys has bought. There I feel better now. 


Since I wrote the above, I have learned 


that Platt, Warner, Johnson and Ripley 
are better. Should any one doubt our liv- 
ing well, I will tell you what we had for din 
ner; (I have written before who I mess 
with,) potatoes, meat, bread, pepper, salt, 
onions, mustard and tea. I was on guard 
yesterday and I feel rather sleepy; so I will 
relate one or two incidents more and close. 
The rebels feel angry because we will nol 
let them into the camp, and while I was on 
guard in the afternoon one tried to rnn my 
beat, but my bayonet brought him to his 
senses and he went back around the corner 
swearing abont us at a tall rate. The offi- 
cers are determined that we shall be the 
best disciplined regiment in the whole army 
and the best behaved. No one is allowed 
to be noisy or to gamble on Sunday. 


Last night a large crowd gathered to see 


tbe dress parade of the 5th regiment, and 
all seemed well pleased with the appearance 
of the troops. It was a fine show to see 
the whole regiment dressed alike, and all 
armed alike except the left company, which 
was the Zouaves. The daughter of the 
regiment attracted a great deal of attention 
by her costume. The entertainments clos- 
ed by an exhibition of elevating a man by 
throwing him up on a blanket. I musl 
close as I have to wash my clothes to-day, 
get supper and be ready for drill at 5J o'- 
clock.

are encamped at the above named place.— 
It is a .very pleasant place, on a hill over- 
looking tbe city and bay.

Our men are orderly and well behaved; 


we have the name of being the best disci- 
plined troops in the city, and there are 
abont 18,000 here. We are, under Major 
General Dis. Our orders are strict, and I, 
for one, am in favor of it; but the majori- 
ty of officers and men do not like it. How- 
ever, it must be submitted to. I feel very 
thankful to the citizens of Janesville for 
the many kind favors and the excellent edi- 
bles which they gave us for our regiment. 
The whole regiment speak in the highest 
terms of the people of Janesville for their 
generosity. 
Tbe 5th thinks Janesville some 


if not more.'

We were treated very kindly alltheroute 


lere; at every place we came to, the people 
would come ou't: with refreshments of all 
kinds, pies, cakes and coffee, ice water, and 
we wens loadeddown until wearrived at Har- 
risburg, where we found the people overrun 
with return soildiers, who had not as yet 
been paid off. They were living on the 
charity of the people; there was at least 
8000, and nearly all awaiting to be paid off. 
They were all Pennsylvania troops. By 
some means they were not paid off as soon 
as they arrived, but were kept waiting for 
nearly a week; they became very ranch out 
of patience, and in fact, they got rather out 
of good discipline, so much so, that it be- 
came necessary to call the soldiers out of 
Camp Cnrtin to quell them. 
After they 


got their pay there was no more trouble.— 
As yet I have seen no regiment whose men 
will compare with ours. Our regiment has 
gained a name that we feel proud of—that 
is we are civil and try to behave ourselves. 
We are in the hottest sesesh hole in Balti- 
more, and, what is more strange, they are 
all the lowest grades of Irish.

The Unionists here look at us as their only 
salvation, and you can hardly believe me 
when I tell you that we have no idea of the 
position that the Union men stand in, in 
the southern states. It is life or death with 
them ; they have got to keep a strong look- 
out both ways. Old neighbors who have 
lived here in friendship their lifetime, are 
now the most deadly enemies, ready to 
butcher each other the first opportunity. 
Civil war is the most horrible of all wars 
conceivable.

WASHINGTON'S OrixiOJ,' OF NORTHERN 


SOLDIERS.—In a letter of Washington to 
his friend Lund, in June, 1776, occurs the 
following passage, in which he most graph 
ically describes the peculiarities of north- 
ern and southern men for soldiers, and 
gives a preference for the qualities of the 
northern men, the justice of which the 
present campaign is likely to verify: 
" We have lately had a general review, 


and I have much pleasure in informing you 
that we made a much better appearance, 
and went through our exercises more like 
soldiers, than I had expected. The south- 
ern states are rash and blameable in the 
judgment they form of their brethren o) 
the four New England states. I do assure 
you, with all my partiality for my own 
countrymen, and prejudices against them, 
I can but consider them as the flower of 
the American army. They are strong, vig- 
orous and hearty people, inured to labor 
and toil, which our people seldom are; and 
though oar hot and eager spirits may suit 
in a sudden and desperate enterprise, yet, 
in the way in which wars are now carried 
on, you, must look for permanent advanta- 
ges only from that patient and persevering 
temper which is the result of labor. The 
New Englanders are cool, considerate and 
sensible, whilst we are all fire and fury.— 
Like their climate, they maintain an equal 
temperature, whereas we cannot shine but 
we burn. They have a uniformity and sta- 
bility of character to which the people of 
no other states have any pretensions; hence 
they must and will always preserve their 
influence in this great empire. Were it 
not for the drawback and disadvantage 
which the influence of their popular opin 
ions on tie subject of government have on 
their army, they soon might, and probably 
will, give law to it."

A NEW WAY TO ATTACK PORT PICKENS. 


—The Mobile Evening News gravely puts 
forth the following proposition : " Let Gen. 
Bragg detail a few thousand of his ten 
thousand to the work of catching snakes, 
and as soon as they have collected several 
cart loads of those interesting reptiles, let 
tin or sheet iron shell, or canister be charg- 
ed with them—the enclosure being cylin- 
drical, and of size to fit the largest mortar, 
and so made that it will break and liberate 
its contents upon falling within the. fort.

QUITE A DIFFERENCE.—Prof. Reed, who 


has just returned from a visit to his old 
friends in Indiana, informs us that Gov. 
Morton of that state has subsisted twenty- 
one regiments for less than thirteen cents a 
day for each ra&n. Only look at it 1 Here, 
we have been paying thirty-seven-and-a-half 
cents for tbe same purpose, besides appoint, 
ing two supernumeraries to each regiment 
at an expense of over $2,000 per annum 
each. Thus our people can see that we 
have paid 24* cents to each man per day 
more than they do in Indiana. 


We understand that our two regiments, 


with employees and hangers-on, numbered 
2,300, fed at an expense of 24 J cents more 
than it cost the state of Indiana. This 
would give an excess over the cost to Indi 
ana for the same number, of Jive hundred 
and sixty-three dollars and Jijty cents per 
day, and probably a net pmjit of over six 
hundred dollars per day. We are informed 
that the net projil of keeping the second 
fifth and sixth regiments at Madison a 
short time, reaches over twenty-five thou 
sand dollars.—Madison Patriot,
